That they do ii'>t coma lo make a liutilo 
or nettle in the country, or to add to tho 
country's wealth; but to prey upon our 
natar.^l resources, and take what they 
earn out of the cimntry. 

That they are lopreus in blood and un- 
clcau in liabilM . 

That thoy aro uestruulivu of the nio:ins 
by which tho white mecliauical and labor- 
ing classes earn a living wa,:e. 

T'liiit there aro immoral [iractiees, do - 
Iianiiif^ hahils and coiitai'loUH diHon.sen, 
peculiiir t(' this [.eople, wliicli they liaru 
already inir uliiced to an alaniiiie.; ostoiit 
upon this ciintiiieiit, and against whiidi we 
have a right to defend ourselves and our 
children. 

■ \Vu therefore Inirably pray for the oti- 
actnuiiit of such laws as will prohibit any 
further intnabu I i- n of this niidesirablo 
class of people into any part of tho Doiiliti- 
ioii of Omiada.

Pattonon and Rj-an were both paid and 
employed aa liremen. 

Mr. Wocttnn (Davie A Wilson) for the 
defendiinl among othurH took the follow- 
ioj; points: 

1. That tlicro was no evidouco that 
Capt. Mooro had umployed Ryan aa en- 
■.;ineer, the evidence showing ha was em- 
ployed an fireman. 

2. That Campbell was not an aggrieved 
parly, as reipiircd by section Otj of the 
Act, citing in support the case uf Boyco 
v;;. Uiggins, 14 0. U. 

Mr. llolmekcn, for prosecution, argued 
that tho charge could be auutained under 
sub-peciioii :i uf HOC, 45, and under sec.
